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(THE COMMISSION CONVENED AT 1000 HOURS.) 
DIRECT EXAMINATION RESUMED. 
DIETER WISLICENY, a witness, took the stand and testified as 
follows: 
COLONEL NEAVE: Does the witness understand he is still under oath? 
THE WITNESS: Yes. 
BY DR. PELKMAN: 

Q Witness, what circle or group of persons within the camp knew of the 
destruction or the murders in the camp and who was in actwl charge or who 
perfarmed these liquidations? 

A I cannot say that from my own experience. I can only tell the court 
what Eichmann told me about this. Eichmann told me that within the camp the 


number of persons that were in charge or were concerned with the actual 


killing would be kept as small as possible, in order to keep the whole thing 


secrete 
COLONEL NEAVE: Do you think we ought to be hearing what Eichmann 
told him? Ought we not to be hearing what he saw himself? 


DR. PELKMAN: He knows these things through Bichmann, I believe 
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it should be admitted for evidence in such an important case what he heard 
through such an important person. Ofcourse if Eichmann could be here TI 
would ask him but Eichmann is dead, 

COLONEL NEAVE: Yes, but at the same time I think in general we 
should hear what the witness knew about from his personal experience. If 


you bear that point in mind you can go on. 


BY DR. PELKMAN: 


Q. What experience did you have concerning this. ‘Yas the action kept 
secret or did the information leak out through circles of the SS? 

Ae I found out through my brother and from relatives, most of whom 
served in the Waffen SS, that this Action Eichmann was unknown in their circles, 
I was asked many times by my brother and other members of the SS and Waffen SS 
why Jews were being deported to the eastern countries and what was happening 
to them there, I told them that. the Jews were being settled in Chettoes in the 
East, due to the fact that I had made a special oath to Eichmann, I also had 
the impression that this was the general opinion concerning the transports 
to the East, 

Q Of the persons that were in the administration connected with the 
Eichmann Action how many of them belonged to the SS? 

A The committee of Eichmann consisted of members of the SS as well as 
members of the Gestapo who did not belong to the SS, I cannot give the per- 
centage but I would say that quite a large number, especially lower employees, 
in the Eichmann Committee, or working with Eichmann, were not members of the SS. 

Q Did these members of the Eichmann office that did not belong to the SS 


also wear the black uniform? 
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The black uniform was not worn during the war; they wore the gray 

of the SS with the SD insignia. 

But during the war the SS men did wear that gray uniform, didn't they? 

Yes, but there always was a difference between the so-called SS men 

so-called uniform wearers. 

That was a difference of thought or idea but not a visual difference, 
was it not? 

A No, there was no visual difference, It was just a difference of idea 

or thought concerning it. 

DR. PELKMAN: I have no further cuestions,. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Thank you, Dr. Pelkman, 

DR. WEISGERBER (Defense Counsel for the Gestapo) 

COLONEL NEAVEs I understand the SD also wish to ask questions. 

DR. GAWLIK: The Gestapo are probably closer connected with the 
questions of the SS and therefore I think it advisable that I question the 
Witness after the Gestapo get through. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Have you many ovestions, Dr. Weisgerber? 

DR. WEISGERBER: About nine or ten cuestions. 

COLONEL NAVE: Will you first of all give us a short statement of 


what you intend to bring out in the examination? 


DR. WEISGERBER: I want to bring out from this witness the amount 


of participation of the Gestapo in this Action Eichmann, 
COLONEL NEAVE: Is that all? 
DR. WEISGERBER: Yes. 


COLONEL NSAVE: All right, go on. 
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THE GESTAPO 
BY DR. WEISGERBER: 

Q In the individual commands of the Security Police were there any 
special commands or any special groups concerning Action Eichmann? 

A Yes, Eichmann had the special commandos or groups which he sent to 
the individual unit commanders in the Occupied Territories, especially in 
the Eastern territories, France, or Southeastern territories. These commands 
or groups were only under the Commanders of the Security Police as far as 
disciplinary and administrative matters were concerned but received all 
other orders directly from him. 

Q In other words, these special groups, these special task forces, were 
put in by Eichmann directly? 

A Yes, of course with the permission of Mueller, but Eichmann was the 
person who. chose these men, gave them their orders directly and received 
direct answers and reports from these men, 

Q Could the Chief of the Security Police give these special task drain 
any orders? 

LIEUTENANT HARRIS: I don't think that the translation is exactly 
accurate, You are saying "Chief" which indicates the Chief. What he means 
are the Regional Chiefs or Commanders. I believe "Befehlshaber" in this 
case meant the Regional Chief, 

DR. WEISGERBER: Of course there were several Befehlshaber of the 
Security Police in the Eastern territories. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Go on, please. 

Q My question was, Could the Regional Chief of the Security Police give 


any direct orders to members of the special task forces or special commandos? 
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A Due to the fact that these members of these task forces or special 
groups had received or were relying upon direct orders fran Mueller, it was 
impossible for the individual Regional Chiefs to give them any kind of 
operational orders. 

Q To what extent did the Gestapo Offices in the Reich have any idea con 
cerning the settlement of the Jews in the East? 

A I do not quite understand that cuestion. Do you mean, under the term 
"Settlement in the East" the actual reasons behind the Action Eichmann, or 
what? 

Q That was the first part of my question. My second part is, to what 
extent did the Gestapo Offices know about the extermination policy of Action 
Eichmann? 

A I wish to answer to the first part of the questim that the Cestapo men 
in the lower offices, (lower Gestapo officials) had knowledge of this settlement 
of the Jews in the East since Jews from all parts of Germany were transported 
to the East. The second part of the question I believe I answered yesterday 
when I said that Eichmann only told a very limited circle of people concerning 
the actual "Endloesung" (Final Solution) under special secretive measures, 

“Of course I cannot say to what extent Eichmann informed the higher State Police 
officials or the higher SS and Police Leaders, The way he informed m I do not 
know anything about that, 

Q Who had the permission to inform persons not actually connected with 
the "Final Solution" concerning this task, this mission? 

A I cannot say for sure but I believe Eichmann and maybe Mueller, ile 


of course did not have the permission to tell anybody else about it, 


ot 
? 
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Q Of course all other persons, even if they did not belong to the actual 
mission or the actual task, "Final Solution" would be recuired to keep this 
measure highly secret? 

A TI suppose that Eichmann required the same requirements of the other 
persons he told about this, the real measure, the same way that he. required 
it of m,. 

© General informatio to the Gestapo concerning what was the actual task, 
the nated reason behind this "Final Solution" was never given - that is, the 
Gestapo was never informed of that? 

A As far as I know, no, because, as I said yesterday, nothing could be 
put in writing concerning this. 

© Did menbers of the Gestapo or Secret State Police accompany any of these 
transports to the camps in the East? 

they 

A As far as I know xpos were only escorted by escorting troops of the 

Police. 


DR. WEISGERBER: I have no further questions. 


COLONEL NEAVE: Thank you, Dr. Weisgerber. 


THE S.D. 
DR. GAWLIK (Defense Counsel for the SD): I want to prove that the SD 
was not responsible far the mass extermination of the Jews and that the Jewish 
Committee of the SD did not help in the destruction or extermination of the 


Jews but on the contrary it had worked against this extermination. The evidence 


is concerning Trial Brief of the Gestapo and SD, VII (A) of the German Edition 


page 53 Indictment, page 1756 of the German transcript. I will limit my 
evidence especially to the action of the Jewish Committee with the SD Main Office 
for the time of 1934 to 1937 and to the question of whether the Jewish Committee 


of the SD had in any way aided or even made possible the Action Eichmann, 
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COLONEL NEAVE: One moment. Will you tell us what qualifications 
the witness has for talking about the Jewish Committee of the SD? 
DR. GAWLIK: I want to prove that in my first question. He was 
active in this Jewish Committee. 
COLONEL NAVE: All right, go on. 
BY DR. GAWLIK: 
Q With the first questions I want to prove that the witness has enough 
information to give this evidence. When were you working with the SD? 
A I joined the SD on the 5th of July 1934 and stayed with them until 
1940, when I was transferred to Amt IV. 
Q In what offices of the SD were you active? 
A Erom 1934 until the Spring of 1937 I belonged to the Free Mason 
Committee, which belonred to Department II (1) of the SD. From the Spring of 


1937 until the Fall of 1937, I was Adviser with the Jewish Committee which 


also belonged to Amt II (1) of the SD Main Office, In November 1937 I was 


transferred to the SD Group in Danzig and there I stayed until my transfer to 
Amt IV Eichmann, 

Q Were you not at first active in the SD Central Office in 1934? 

A In 1934 in the SD Security Office the commissio or department that 
took care of the Free Mason question was called Amt V. In 1935, or it might 
have been the beginning of 1936, the SD Central Office was changed to the 
Main Office and the various departments received different designat ions. 

Q The work of the Free Mason Committee might be termed as part of the 
Conspiracy and thereforé I will ask a few questions concerning that also, 

Tell us in very short terms the work or the task done by this group concerning 


the Free Mason activity. 
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A The main duty of this office was a list of all Free ‘asons within 


Germany. 

Q What basis was used for this list? 

A The main lists were received through the official membership lists of 
the Free Mason Lodges, which could be bought at that time at any book store, 
or through the police. 

Q In other wrds, these member ship lists were available to the public? 

They were obtainable without any difficulty. 

Q What were the further activities in the Free Mason Committee. 

A Starting in 1933, perhaps partly through pressure of the Party, Free 
Mason Lodges started to dissolve, 

COLONEL NEAVE: Dr. Gawlik, hap the Prosecution accused the SD 
of persecuting Free Masons? If so, where does it say so. 

DR. GAWLIK: It was supposed to be the duty of the SD to eliminate 
or take out of public life all those persons who were against an Aggressive 
War or against Crimes Against The Peace, and under that also the Free Masons 
might be considered. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Yes but you said, in bringing up this question of 
Free Masons, that it might be termed as part of the Conspiracy. I want to 
know whether anybody has actually charged the SD with persecuting Free Masons 
as distinct from Jews, which was the subject I thought we were dealing with. 

DR. GAWLIK: I do not know, but if the Prosecution states that it 
does not see any crimbnal action on the part of this Committee on Free Mason 
affairs, then I will not have to finish my questioning. 

COLONEL NEAVE: That is not my question. I am asking you whether 


the Prosecution charged the SD with such, It is only with the idea of saving 


time that I am raising this question. 
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DR. GAWLIK: (Reading) ...eA check of the trustworthiness of 

State officials a state employees of the measure of complete surrenders to 
; Hitler's 
the Nazi point of view and Mmrckikerts leadership, 

COLONEL N°AVE: I cannot see that this auabat comes within the 
statements that you have made a short time ago as to what you were going to 
bring up through this witness, 

DR. GAWLIK: I only mde it because the witness just mntioned 
the Free Masons. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Well I think you should limit that to one mre 
question and then continue on your original theme, 

DR. GAWLIK: I mm will ask one further cuestion concerning this 
point. 

BY DR. GAWLIK: 

Q Was it the duty of this Free Mason Committee to take any persons out 
of public life that would oppose an Aggressive War or a Crime Against the Peace? 
A I can only say concerning this that all I know is that if the Nazi 

Party (NSDAP) wanted to have some information about a person who wanted to 
enter the National Socialist Party, then we gave it to them because the NSDAP 
had certain rules and regulations they were following concerning the admittance 


of such former Free Masons. 

Q Can you answer this question Yes or No? The question is whether 
persons Would be taken out of public life that would oppose War Crimes or 
Crimes Against the Peace, 

A I cannot answer this cuestion Yes or No. All I can say is that in 


1934 I did not know that an aggressive war was planned and all I could say 


was that the Party did not want certain former Free Masons within its rolls, g 
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COLONEL NEAVE: Let us go on to your original point. 
Q. When was the Jewish Committee organized? 
A The Jewish Committee with the SD Main Office was organized in 1%36, 
Q Up to that time were any Jewish questions discussed by the SD? 
A The Jewish question belonged to the Department Free Mason until 1936, 
but no actual activity concerning this phase was actually done. 
Q How large or what was the number of persons on this Committee? 


committee 
A This 7xoms was very small. When I entered it there were eight persons 


What was the organization of this committee? 

A The committee had three basic fields which were themselves adjusted 
to the inner political and economic situation of the Jews, The fields were: 
the Zionist question, the Assimilation of the Jews, and the Orthodox Jews. 

COLONEL AJEAVE: Can he explain what he means by "assimilation." 


A, Under "Assimilation" we understood people that lived as citizens and 


considered themselves citizens of the country they lived in. Those were the 


three committees or the three groups within the committee, 

Q Tell us very briefly the activity or the duty of the Jewish Committee 
within the SD Main Office. 

A As the grouping of this committee already shows, the Jewish matter 
was a purely political matter, We were interested in the inner political 


‘ 


actions of the Jews and not in their connection with either the German State 
or any other State. This committee was not concerned with the Jewish question 
as it was brought out in Streicher's "Der Stuermer" but in a pure mtter such 
as of a group or natimality. It was the duty of this committee to study 

this in order to get away from the purely propaganda matters of the Jewish 


question. 
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Q You go too far from the point. Is it true that the activities of this 
committee was to receive reports and pass on reports? 

A Yes, 

Q Where did they get these reports or the mterial for these reports? 

A From two sources, These sources were the lower SD Offices, that is 
the Unterabschnitte and Oberabschnitte of the SD and also from certain 
trustworthy confidence men that we had connected with the SD Main Office 
directly. , 

Q Were these confidence men members of the SD only or also members of 
other organizations? 

A No they did not belong. Not all of our confidence men belonged to 
the SD. In fact most of our important and main confidence men did not 
belong to the SD, the SA, the SS, or any such organization. 

Q Did any members or people opposed to the NSDAP belong to your 
confidence men? 

A I cannot answer this question directly. However, I can say that I 
am certain that some of our confidence men did have connection with these 
groups. 

© Did any Jews belong to your confidence groups? 

A Directly, no. 

Q Did they belong to it indirectly? 


€& Yes. I say this because our confidence men reported to us from 


Palestine concerning the Zionist question and the new developments within 


Palestine which referred to Jewish sources, 
Q Where did your reports go? 
A They went to Heydrich, 


(A recess was taken, ) 
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COLONEL NHAVEs You may go one 
BY DR. GAULIK: 

Q Do you know what Heydrick!'s opinion toward the 
Jewish question was? 

A To a certain extent, yes. 

Q Where do you know that from? 

A + just want toe xplain it. We received purely 
technical reports from Heydrick with the not ation that 
he considered them too technical or too sterile to try. 

Q I understand you know that from statements by 
Heydrick? 

A Yes, those notations or those remarks were 
written on the reports when they came back. 

% What was Heyarich s point of view toward the 
Jewish question? 

A I say that he had a mach sharper attitude toward 
the Jewish question than was the attitude of the higher 
political leaders of the National ‘Socialist Party, such 
as Rosenberg and others. 


Q The Prosecution states that Heydrich axkhax

Q Have you found through statements and notations 
what he thought was the final solution of the Jewish 
question? 

A I em of the opinion at that time Heydrickywas 
not especially interested in this problem, 

q Did the Jewish Committee of the SD aid in Hey- 
drichy's sharp stand or sharp ideas conceming the Yewish 
que stion? 

A I said that he did not like the kind of our 
repa ts and the nature of our reports. 

Q Maybe you can answer this question first of 
all with a “yes” or "no." 

A No. 

Q Can you give a reason for this answer? 

A We brought out in these reports, as a final 
conclusion, that the archluss of the Jews should be 
aided and expedited. The reason fo this conclusion 
was that the Jews themselves wanted to leave Germany

Q Did you hear @ did youf eel through statements 
by Hichman that your transfer to the Committee of Hichmann 
was purely from personal acquaintSeship? 

A Yes. I would like toexplain the position of 
Kichmann to prove that it was only for personal reasons I 
was appointed on this Vommittee. Eichmann was the first 


outsider that came into the Gestapo through his personal 


acquai nterfghip with Heydar lofty This position in the Gestapo, 


therefae, was very difficult and he attempted tot ake only 
such persons into his commission that he knew personally 
and ones he thought he could trust. 

Q Did you through some statements by Eichmann 
find out, or wuld you suggest that for the appointment 
of other of ficers of this committee, only personal reasons 


would prevail? 
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A The persons that were appointed to the Committee 
were long, old acquaintences of Hichmann and he knew 
each one of them. 

Q Were only these old acquaintences transferred 
to the “ewish Committee of Eichmann? 

A No, there also were others who came from othe 
departments, but he knew them personally. 

Q Were only menbers of the SD appointed to this 
Committee? 

A No, we also received men from the State Police. 

Q Were the people that had formerly waked in the 
Jewish Committee of the SD especially suitable for the 
wak in the Committee of Eichmann? 

M. MONNERAY: Js it possible to get the last 

answer in English? 


COLONEL NEAVE: Will you read the answer, please.

A Yes, from the scientific and political viewpoint. 

Q Was there any connection between the interior 
intelligence information, AmkitEipoxumdt Amt III, and the 
foreign intelligence, Amm Amt 6 or 7, on the one hand, 
and the “ewish or Eichmann Committee on the other hand? 

A So far as 1 can judge, no. 

Q Was there also no connection between the chiefs 
of these amts Ohlendorf and Sichs on one hand and Eichmann 
on the other?

A No, he was a so called uniform fuehrer and he 
was also Hampkamzr Hamptsturmfuehrer in the SA. 

Q You told us this morning that you left the SD 
when you got your new job im=—Beetteteva, with “ichman. 


A Yes, when I was transferred to his office. 
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Q Now when you were interrogated by Colonel Brook- 


hart on the 15th of November in kx the morning, you told 


this officer, that in September, 1%4, during your meeting 
with Mueller your equested to be permitted to re-enter 
the Security Police, and on the question o& Colonel Brook- 
hart:

A They used for this the local SS and police 
kaders, the local police group that were available, 

Q So in the technical realization the police and 
the army and the SD cooperated in this task, isn't that 
so? 

A It was mostly the order police that was mumix 
xxxxx&x used in it.

asked you who was/gmdaxkng the deportation @ transfer 
guarded 
and you answered it was/onvckaxmk at that time by the 
Commander of the Security Police in Budapest? 

A Yes, I said yesterday that this was the one 
and only case that I know of where members of the 
Waffen SS, that is Germans of foreign origin, who had 
been drafted into the Waffen SS, and it was the only 
case I know of that they were used to guard these 
transportse 

Q Under whee jurisdiction was the Jewish question, 
under the jurisdiction of the commander of the xmmmxrikx 
Security Police @ under the jurisdiction of the 
RBYX Commanders of the SD? 

A For instance in Poland, acca’ding to an ader 
of Himmler, the Jewish question was a matter of the 
higher SS and police leaders. In other occupied countries 
this special group of agents of HMichmann were included 
into the staff ofsee—Sonderirenmmando of the Security 
Police and SD. It depended on whether Eichmann consider-= 
ed this country, according ms to it's number of Jews, 


impa tant or note 
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Q When he considered this question as important, 
what did he do? 

A Then he sent into these countries a special group 
He especially sent in special eroups of Sonderkommandos into 


these countries if he wnsidered the border police and 


Schufteporsfazi not sufficient and the security police and 


SD not energetic enough. 

Q So in other countries your Sonde kommandos had 
completed the task of the Commander in Chief of the SD? 

a It might be better to say instead of “complete! 
to use the word “accelerate.” 

. Whidh was the first problem when you had to 
realize the mmapmaxax deportation od Jews in some foreign 
country ? 

A These orders concerning the d e@ortation of the 
Jews in these foreign countries started in 1941, and be- 
ginning in 1942, first iichmann ordered the axxmsk 
registration o0 all Jews in that Yountry. Then when 
this registration was completed he named the time when 
this deportation should starte He, when the depo tation 
was suppa ed to start, or about to start, he came to the 
country himself in order to discuss the measurers concern- 
ing the depor tation, with the amy, with the police and 
the polttical leaders. 
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Q How did the German authorities real ize this first 
stace of that‘registration od the Jews? 

A Eichmann used mostly the local policemx officers 
for the police administration. 

Q And if he met anyresistance on the part of the 
foreign police authorities, what were the measurers to 
overcome this resistance? 

A I don't know of any point personally where he 
met anyr esistance at that point.

In order to super= 
vise the activities of the local police and the registration 
of the Jews, was it necessary to have officers trained in 
this sort of intelligence work? 

A There were groups in virtually every country 
that due to their political and permnal convictions 
worked together voluntarily with the occupying power.

Q Witness, 1 would like to know what the mission of the SD in the occupied 
territoris, so far as those activities in relation and connection with your work 
rn 
were concerred. 
A I did not, or would not cooperate and had no connection with the office 


of the SD in the occupied territories. Handling the Jewish question was exclusively 


bg 
the work of AMT HF since 1939. 
ye 


Q Witness, did you tell us, yes or no, that all the German services in the 
occupied territories had to cooperate with the agencies of Eichmann in order 
to realize the deportation of the Jews? 

A Yes, if requested. 

Q Do you maintain that the SD, if asked for it, did not intermene in this 
realization? 

A The SD could not avoid not following such an order. 

DR. GAWLIK: I would like to raise an objection because the question 
is a mere speculation. The question whether the SD actually cooperated when 
requested to do so should be asked. 

M. MONNERAY: There is no speculation at all since the witness admitted 
this morning that most of the close cooperators of Eichmann were members of 


the SD. Secondly, the witness admitted this morning that a very smal] number Sf 
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of the special agencies of Eichmann sent into the occupied territories mde 


necessary the cooperation of the local German services, and third, those ser- 
vices were, according to the words of the witness, "The German Army, Security 
Police, and the SD." 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: The question will be allowed. 
BY M. MONNERAY: 

Q We were talking this morning about the preparetions for the deportation 
of the Jews. Do you admit that the main task of the SD, inside and outside of 
Germany, was intelligence? 

A Yes, the SD was an intelligence organization. 

Q Was it the task of the SD to gather as much intelligence as possible 
concerning the occupied territories, the attitude of the local governments, the 
willingness of foreign governments to execute German requests, to make research 
in order to find enemies of Germeny? Will you answer yes or no. 

A TI do not feel ee ‘te Crane sdhoo this question as I never 
worked in the sp in the occupied territories. 

Did you cooperated with the German Commissioners of the Security Police 
SD in the occwied territories? 

Yes. 

Did you give them any orders? 

No, I did not. 

Did you transmit any orders? 

Those that { received from Eichmann,yes. 

Q Did those orders implicate the agencies enumerated in the performance 
of the different missions and tasks which were necessary in order to realize 


the deportation of the Jews? 
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A These ordere only referred to the deportation of Jews. 

Q And & the arrest of the Jews? 

A And to the argeest for purposes of deportation. 

Q And the order for the arrest indicated the necessity of arrests, isn't 
that so? 

A Yes. 

Q And you admitted this morning the preparetion of arrests made MRIEREmaray 
necessary research work for intelligence work, isn't that so? 

I said registration of the persons. 

Q And the Commissioners of the Security Police and SD were entitled to 
transmit these orders and instructions at the same time to the SD and the 
Security rolice? 

A As far as the use of police enployees was concerned, the Commissioner of 
the Security Police and sD turned to the Higher Police ani SS Fuehrer as the 
main command for these matters. 

Q Was the Commissioner of the Security Police and SO under the cannand 
wixkam or the authority of the Higher Police leaders? 

A Yes. 

Q I would like to show you document RF-1210. It is a report of Dannecher 
working in France as an agent of Eichmannx according to your testimony. He 
says: 

Until 
UF now three great actions against the Jewry in Paris have been 
stopped. Each time the Dienststelle was here, they were responsible for the 
selection of the Jews to be arrested and for the whole preparation and technical 


execution of these actions." 


Now, does he mean by Dienststelle this whole agency? re: 
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Yes, [imagine so, otherwise he would have used the letters BDS or KDS. 

Q And he was entitled to get the cooperation of the BDS for the execution 
of this werk, isn't it so? 

A Yes, eertainly. 

Q When special agents went to the different occupied territories, sometimes 
pressure had to be carried out against local governments in order to obtain 
their cooperation, isn't it so? 

A Iocan only testify as to the countries in which I myself have been. 

Q Have you been in France? 

A No, I have never been there, 

Q Have you been in SmmcxGubeikuskmvcrikiagx CZechoslovakia 7? 

A Yes. No diplomatic pressure or any pressure was put on the Czechoslovakian 
Governnent inthis respect. However, in Hungary, certain diplomatic pressure 
was put on kbkex their government concerning this question. 

Q By which channel was this pressure exercised? 

I know of Hungary, and those channels were the German Ambassador. . . 
From whom did he get his information? 

Concerning the Yewish question? 

As far as the attitude of the Hungarian politicians were concerned, 

A He received information firstly from the German Foreign office. 

Q To what extent did the German Police and representatives of the German 
Security Police in Budapest cooperate? 

A I know that in Budapest, for example, the Commissioner always had the 
contrary opinion of the Ambassador, he Chief of the Amt Zo Foreign Intelli- 
gence, so that there was no direct handing down of information on this question 
in Hungary. 


Q But the director of Amt Hae VI was in touch with the German Ambassador, 


wasn'; he? 3 lb 
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Q You told us this morning when you were in the SD you had no connection 
at all with the Gestapo? 
A My testimony referred to my work in the Jewish question division in 1937. 
Q Do you maintain that the reports saieiie we of the SD services were not 
transmitted to the Gestapo? 

DR. GAWLIK: I raise objection to this question because the witness 
was named by me only to testify as to the Jewish question. He was interrogated 
on this question, and therefore can only answer as to the connection of the Ces- 
tapo to the Jewish question. 

M. MONNEREY: The testimony of the witness this moming about the activity 

by the Prosecutim 
of the SD was perfectly clear, and his testimony has to be checked/as to its 
credibility. gockamocouxmenkion The witness has been in the SD from 1934 to 
1940. He has been, afterwards, a member of the SD, so as to his credibility, 
it is necessary to check whether or not he is maintaining that the sp had no 
connection with the Gestapo. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: Dr. Gawlik, I appreciate your objection, but 1 would like 
to say that incross examination, it is quite impossible to restrict the question- 
ing in view of the close intertwining of all of the se organizations, and it would 
be quite xem proper, in cross examination, to find out exactly how much knowl edge 
this witness has of these matters generally. 

DR. GAWLIK: I have no objection mmxckuxkke if the witness is first asked 
whether he worked in any other division of the SB, and how far his knowl edge 


conceming these divisions is, then after the question has bean asked, [ have 


no ob jection. But, up to now, we have only heard that withess mm only worked

Q Nhat was your mission in Danzig? 

A Iwas consultant on questions concerning free masonry and Jewry, and 
opposition groups in which the Department of IIT A of the Reich main office 
concerned itself. 

Q So, in all those three years, you were not only dealing with the Jewish 
questina? 

No. 
Q Therefore, I think our qestion is quite in the mm scope of the knowledge 


of this witness. 


During those three years, did you have any connection with the Gestapo? 
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A Yes. 

Q What were these connections? 

A First of all, a persmal connection. [I personally knew the different 
consultants of theGestapo who worked om these questions. At different times, 
not very often, but at intervals, {I visited these consulsants in order to get 
reports am information about the work they carried on. 

Q So the Gestapo was merely an executive mission? 

A Yes, exclusively. 

And your mission was of information? 

Yes. 

And your information was transmitted to the Gestapo? 

No, our information was sent through the channel of our immediate superior 
office, that is, the SD mm superior section, and the Reichminister's section 
office in Berlin. We were not subordinated to the Gestapo of Danzig and was \»2.0_ 
by no means an auxiliary organisation, 

Q Your mission was to find political opposition, wasn't it? 

A Not to find out the opposition movements, we knew that they existed, but 


to find out the activities mw of the opposition movements. 


Q And the Gestapo applied the consequence according to this information, 


xmmoomx isn't that so? 

A The Gestapo concerned itself with the individual case, that is, with the 
individual members who had at that time opposed or committed anything against 
laws of the State at that time. But our activity, on themk other hand, our 
mission was to report on the great currents, opposition currents, that were 
at wrk within the Reich itself, and to find out how and what effect the mission 


had in combating these oppositions, 
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Q Amd other services had to direct their conclusions out of these reports, 
didn't they? 

A Yes, the State. 

Q And the report of the State was the State police, wasn't it, since the 
State police had the mission to find the political opposition? will you answer 
yes or no, please? 

A Would you please repeat the question? 

M. MONNERAY: Perhaps the reporter will read it back. 

REPORTER: And the report of the State was the State police, wasn't it, 
since the State police had the mission to find the political opposition? 

WITNESS: The State police was one of the representatives of the State.

A I can say that in the office where I mw was, and during the time I was 


there, there was no direct inter-change of information and news except very 


occassionally, and that no information was handed down to the Gestapo by the 

SD. May I say, in explanation, that as far as I know, when I was a member 

of the SD, the Gestapo always considered the SD as interfering with the business 
superfluous 

of the Gestapo, and considered it as ay muperfukeom organi zation. 


Q Now, the special agents of Richmann in the occupied territories could

ask the cooperation of the Army authorities, isn't that so? 
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A Not directly, only through the channels of the Higher ss and Police 
Leader. 

And in 1940? 

A Mm In general?

A As far as I know, no deportations took place in 1940.

A May I explain thism misunderstanding? 


The division was known, from 1940 until 1943, as division Re 4B4. Not

Q Iam interested in this because all the documents, or all the Zama 
concerning the mass destruction of Jews bear, at the bottom, the term 4AB, and 
this was in 1942, October, and the beginning of 1943. 

Yes, that is right. 
Tell me, in what occupied territories were there agencies of Eichmann? 

A This is reported in the diagram that I submitted yesterday. 

Q France, Holland, Belgium, At first, this work was forbidden in France 
and Belgium, together with Holland, Bulgaria, Czechosdovakia, Greece, and a 
special m ission was commissimed to remain here in order to aid Rumania. 

A That was only one special deputy of Eichmann called Richter, 

Was there an agent of Eichmann in Poland? 
. No. 

In the Baltic countries? 

No. 

In Byelo-Russia (Ruthenia )? 

No. 

In the Ukranian? UKraine |. 

No. 

In Crimea? 

A No. 

Q  Wou}d you please tell us who the agents of Eichmann were who carried 
out his mass execution of Jews in the Ukraine, Croatia, Crimea, and the 


Caucasus? 
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A These actions in the Eastern district were meeorakedt separated from the 
other actions of Eichmann. 

Q Irefer you to a document of which you spoke on 3 January. it is dated 
April, 1942, and is an order by Himmler concerning the destruction of Jews in 
general, and include the territories of $ the Soviet Union and also fork of 
the enumerated territories. 

Yes, certainly, but the actions, the mass destruction executed in these 
territories were not carried out by Eichmann, but by action groups, Eichmann 
personally told me that the final solution in these territories had been turned 
over to the action groups. 

Q Yes, I am of your opinion, but inthis case, the circle of people who knew 
of these things was considerably larger than you maintain, 

A That may be true. In my testimony [ confined myself to the circle 
eurrounding Eichmann and the mission in kussia was not his immediate task. 

Q Was there an agent of Eichmann in Croatia? 

A Yes. 

Nhat relation was there between Eichmann and the action group Croatia’ 

The agent of Eichmann was subordinate to the police attache in Sabgrad 
and was not subordinated to the action group. 

Q Was this action group subordinated to icnmann's agent or were they only 
conne cted? 

A I don't know exactly, I only know that Eichmann's agent had his office 
at the police attache's office, and had some cohnection with the action group. 

Q The action group carried out the ection independently, therefore it was 
not necessary to take care of the deportation into conéentration camps, is that 


right2 
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I don't know when an action group was sent to Croatia or how long it 
was there. 

This action group, this mobile police formation, came to Croatia at 
the end of 1942 and was there until 1943. 

A Eichmann'ts agent had already been sent to Croatia in 1941. I don't know 
whether he did his work there after the mobile police formation was sent there. 

Q I want to put a few questions to you concerning dealing with the division 
Eichmann. Before 1936 there was no special division treating Jewksh questions, 
isn't thet so? 

Yes. 

Q Was the division that concerned itself with questions of Free Masonry 
also concerning itself with the Jewish question? I am now ppeaking of tite 
time before 1936. 

Yes, 

Q I want to ask you, if, in the course of 1942, 1942, 1943, xtooum there 
was a special department in Amt III which concerned itself with the Jewish 
question? 

No. 
Would it be right to say that the division that was formerly in Amt III 
and concerned itself with Jewish questions was later transferred, after 1940, 
to Amt IV? 
A There has always been a Jewish question division in Amt IV. The @ Jewish 


question division with the SD was dissolved in 1939.

Q And, at that time, in 1934, their entire personnel was transferred from 


Amt ITI into the Gestapo? 


yy 
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A No, not until michmann took over this division at the end of 1939 and the 
beginning of 1940. Then, in the course of the years, he had one man after 
another who came into his division. 

Q I wart to ask you whether the intelligence net that concerned itsel@ with 
information was also transferred from Amt III to Amt IV? 

Yes. 

Q Would it be right to say that in 1940, the Jewish question division of 
amt ITT concerned itself with intelligence and Amt IV had police executive 
work? 

4 That is correct. 

And after 1940 the intelligence and executive work was mama merged into 
kekx IV B EV? 

Yes. 

Please tal me when you were in Auschwitz, tell me the exact 

T was in Auschwitz twice. 

When were you there first? 

In May, 1942. 

And when were you in Auschwitz for the second time ? 

A Tt was in the summerm of 1942, either at the end of July or the beginning 
of August. 

And will you please tell me which area of Auschwitz you were in, Birkenau 
or in Monowitz? 

A Iwas at the commandant's office of Auschwitz, ad 1 dm't know in which 
one of these localities it was situated. 


Q Did you visit Obersturmbannfuehrer ke Libygenscher? 


A At both times, and also later, I spoke to OQbersturmbannfuehrer Hoess.

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Did you see Obersturmbannfuehrer Polatscheh? 
Noe 
Sturmbannfuehrer Berg? 
I only remember a mang called Aumueller or Aumeyer. 
A Hauptsturmfuehrer? 
Yes, he accompanied Hoess, 
Q When you visited the main section of the camp, did you not see how the 
gas chambers were operated? 
A No, the first time I visited Auschwitz { only saw Hoess and spoke to 
him in the casino. The second time I visited Auschwitz, I was accompanied 
by a Slovakian journalist and we were only show a carpenter's work shop, 
a kitchleyfjand one of the barracks. The entire visit took about one hour at 
that time. 
.Q Then, you visited only essentially, the medical block and the block of 
the labor command? 
A The barracks and kitchen that we visited were quite near the commandant ts 
of fice, 
Q In this case, { want to submit a document to you concerning the interro- 
gation of my colleague that was found in one of the common graves near Riga. 
I should like to know who muse ordered that the identity papers of the Jews 
be exchanged at that time. The passes and the iddntity papers that the Jews 
had were replaced, and I want to know what office managed and carried this 
out. 
x DR. PELEKMANN: There is one question 1 should like t® ask. The witness 


is now being asked about Riga, and this identity card is supposed to have been 


found on a dead person in Riga. YL 
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COL. SMYRNOW: Riga is only the place where the document was found. 
i am not interested in Riga as such. 

NITNESS: The m identity card shows that it wes issued by the police 
president's office of Berlin. I therefore conclude that the exchange of these 
identity cards was carried out by the Stefe rolice administration. 

BY COL. SMYRNOW: 

Q One final question concerning the two documents I submitted. Both the docu- 
ments bear a xkumppoar stamp which says "Evacuated", Who furnished this stamp? 

A This stamp does not show this because it does not bear any other desig- 
nation. 1 imagine it was stamped by the transports of Eichmann who carried 
this action through. 

Q Did an agent of Eichmann manage and carry this through, or was it the 
Order Police or the State Police? 

A I dm't know who made up this transport. 

Q Witness, all three possibilities are given that it was. 

A It was either the Urder Police, State Police, or a Deputy of Hichmann's, 

COL. SMYRNOW: Thank you. I have no further questions. 

BY LT. HARRIS: 

Q I have just a few questions, if the court please, 

hen you were a member of the Jewieh Committee of the SD, to whom did you 
pass your reports? 

A The official channels were as follows; 

Fran the Jewish committee, the reports went to the Chief of Office. From 
the Chief of Office to the Chief of the SD Main Office, Central Office Heydrich, 
and from there the question was decided upon as to whether the question was to 


be submitted to Himmler or not.

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Q These reports carried by the SD were used by Heydrich in developing 
policy 
the Nakiee to be pursued by the Security police and SD, you know that don't 


you? 

A Yes. 

Q And the SD gathered this information, passed it on to Heydrich, and if 
use was made of it, very likely Heydrich passed it on back down to the Gestapo, 
didn't he? 

A That is possible if Heydrich ordered a copy to be sent to an office of the 
Gestapo. 

@ And the Gestapo was the office that Heydrich used to carry out political 
control, wasn't it? 

A Yes. 

Q And this arrangement was naturally closed after Heydrich became chief 
of the Security Police and sp in 1936? 

A There was no close cooperation in the lower channels, but in the higher 
offices there was merely an ahalgamation. 

Q And the final amalgamation took place in 1939 when you were in Danzig, 
didn't it3 

A Yes. 

%. You said that your Jewish committee of the SD recommended to Heydrich 
that the Jewish problem in Germany be solved by immigration, didn't you? 

A Yes. 

Q And you, of course, realized that to require all of the Jewish people 
in Germany to leave would require a certain amount of coercion, didn't you? 


A To this I should like to say that by the legislation carried out in the 


Third Reich, the position of the Jew in Germany had becomexmcineaix incapable 
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population 
of solving. As a result, the entire Jewish mymitkem of Germany tended to 


leave Germany. The realization of this trend was opposed by the fact that 
the Jews who wished to leave Germany could only take along a very small 
part of their property, and personal belongings, and this was reallythe 
nucleus of the immediate problem. 

Q And your suggestion to Heydrich was, in effect, that these restrict ive 
measures against the Jews should be increased so as to get them to immigrate? 


A No, our suggestion was that the formalities required for immigration 


of Jews be shortened,xm that the time for them be shortenened, and that a 


half-way satisfactory solution be found in regard to the property that the 
Jews would be allowed to take with them. For this reason, the so-called 
Central office for Jewish Immigration was founded in @ Vienna in 1938. By 
shortening the time and the formalities of immigration of Jews, this Gentral 
Office managed the immigration of 120,000 Jews within a very short time. 
Now, Heydrich was, of course, the spokesman of the Security Police and 
wasn't he? 
Yes, certainly. ‘

And you thought that what you should do in Germany, yourxeemmmscriad to 


Heydrich was that you should get the Jews to leave Germany in the ma same 
manner thet the commission in Vienna handled the immigration of the Jews from 
yuskeak Austria, is that right? I am not speaking of you personally, but of 
the recommendation. 

& At the time these suggestions were made to Heydrich, 1 was no longer in 
Berlin. I only heard of them. 

Q Well, what then were you referring to when you gave your direct testimony? 

A The suggestions for simplification of formalities concerning Jewish imni- 
gration were begun in 1937, but were put into a concrete form in 19384 

Q I think 1 will read to you what your chief, Heydrich, said about your 
methods of getting the Jews out of Germany under the chairmanship of Field 
Mershal Goering, on 12 November, 1938, being an extract from document 1816-ps, 
page 19 of the English translation. ‘his Sereiuidoan sities of the elimination 
of the Jews from the Economic Life, the main problem, namely, to keep the 
Jew out of Germany, remains. liay | make a xmxyoce few proposals to that effect?" 
Then he goes on to make some propesals and he has this to say, speaking of the 
situation in Vienna. 

® Through the vewish Kultur Gemeinde or Kultur Judische commissioner, we 

extracted a certain amount of money fromthe rich Jew who wanted to immigzate. 
By paying this amount and xm an additional sum in foreign currency, they made 
it possible for a number of poor yews to leave. The problem was not to make 
the rich Jew leave, but to get rid of the Jewish mob." 


hat does not sound as though Heydrich, in 1938, was very much concernéd 


about alleviating the condition of the Jew so as to make it easier for smpn them 


to immigrate, does it% 
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A Apart from the tone of Heydrich that is found in this document, [ should 
say that his policy of subsidizing poor Jews and thus enabling them to immigrate 
would, on the contrary, speak for hin, 

Q That is providing the rich vew furnished the subsidy? 

A Yes, 

Q Let's pass on to page 21 of this documentami and we will see whether 
knox this is consistent with what you say the position of the SD ami uHeydrich 
was at that time. Here is anoth@ thing that Heydrich said; 

®As an additional measure, I would propose to withdraw from the Jews 
all personal papers, such asymEm permits and drivers: licenses. No Jew should 
be allowed to own a car, neither should he be permitted to drive because in that 
way he will endanger German life. By not being permitted to live in certain 
districts, he should be further restricted to move about so freely. I say 
the Royal Square is not k to be m entered any more within a certain radius 
by a Jew. The same would go for establishment of momimemk culture, border 
fences, military installations. Furthermore, like Minister Dr. Goebbels 
has said before, exclusion of the Jews from public theaters, movie houses, 
and so forth. . ." and he goes on, 

That does not sound like any easing condition of the Jews by Heydrich 
or the SD, does it? 
2A Not an alleviation in the position of the Jews, by né means. 

Q Or, as a matter of fact, you knew that if these puor Jews were caught 
violating one of these absurd restrictions, it was the Gestapo who sent them 
fo the concentration camp, wasn't it? 

A Yes. As I testified before, Heydrich was mgm especially serere concerning 


the Jewish question, and always expressed this by marginal notices in his 


reports.

Q Now this limited order about which you have 
testified, you received knowledge of in August, 19427

Q Now, just briefly, what was this @der and who 
issued it? 

A As far as lremember the order I quoted it 


on the Srd of Yanuary, but if you wish me to I can repeat it. 


Q Tt is necessary that yourepeat it because it 


places a limitation upon your testimony here today and I

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A The order which “ichmann showed me at the last 
ximzex time ran about as follows:

Q Now, how about Dr. Geschke, did you ask Dr.

Q Well, who is Dr. Gesche anc what did he have 


to do with ther emoval of the Jews and their extermination 


from Hungary? 
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A Dr. Gesschke was the Chief of the Security Police 
and SD in Hungary. During the time Dr. Geschke was employ- 
ed down there, Hichmann, together with his special command , 
was at Budapest. 

% And this was the command that rounded up the 
Jews and sent them up to Auschwitz? 

A That was carried out by the Hungarian Police.

& And Dr. Merten was the Chief of the Military

100 pounds of luggage along. 

Q And all of this property, all of their cash 
and valuables and everything else that was left was turned 
over to the military administration, wasn't it?

Q It was petty hard, and Dr. Merten, under those 
circumstances, did believe that the Jews were just going 
to be sent to some other community where they were going

Q Now, of course, 1 suppae when you had a big 
round-up in some country, there were quite a number of 
Jews who escaped or were not apprehended, isn't that true? 

a Surely. 

Q And whose tax was it after that to arrest such 
Jews? 

A In the case of Sungary the Hungarian police and 
in Slovakia the Slovakian police, 

Q Well as a matter of fact the responsible agency 
was the regional Gestapo office, wasn't it? 

A In the case of Slovakia, tha e was no Gestapo 
office. 

Q Well, where there was a Gestapo of fice, it was 
the responsibility of the Gestapo? 

A Usually this took place in cooperation with the 
police of the country concerned. 

Q Yes, undoubtly the police of the country concem-= 
ed repa ted these Yews who had been fortunate enough to 
escape and turn them over to the Gestapo wo arrested them 
and sent them on their way to the concentration camps?

Q Now I want to show you a document. + think 


you have all seen this document, though you may not be 
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familiar with it, which the Gestapo office generally used 
in © nnection with these special tasks. This is a hauf 
book for the year 1945 and it is document L-318, USA 495, 
and this is a register maintained by a local Gestapo office 
in a town called Tomashek, Polande Now if you will look 
at this document, you willsee that thee ave /mkines here 
giving the names of the persons arrested, the grounds 
for the arrest, and the disposition of the person arrested. 
Take for exanple, I call your attention especially to 
entry 286-, 27 and 288. Now, yousee theyrefer to 
three different Jewish Ramkikkax people, and what is the 
ESRRGM ground upon which they were arrested by the Gestapo 
according to this register? 

A Yes. 

Q What? 

A And the reason is a Jew, because they were Jewish. 

Q Now you w1l notice over here in the"disposition 
column™ that these particular Jews were shot or otherwise 
killed by the Gestapo? 

A Yes. 

DR. PELKMANN: I have an objection. I don't 

know whether he saw that they shot. Here it says "shot" 


once and once here it says "shot", and it says here:"Arrest- 


ed by the Security Police", not by the Gestapo, and the 
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Security Police consist of the Gestapo as criminal police.

I said before that 
this visit was in the vicinity of a Slovak work camp and 
that on this occasion we visited a work shop and a laundry, 
places of work, which were situated outside of t he camp 
property, and that is what I meant by my testimony at 
that time.

"I was once at a labor camp near Auschwitz, 
not Auschwitz."

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Q I ask you now as a final conclusion to this, if that on this theme 
and from your experience and your knowledge, was there any connection 
between the Jewish Committee of the SD and later on the final solution 
of the Jewish question as it turned out to be. To save time I want to give 
the directions in which you are to answer this question. Did thé Jewish 
Committee of the SD aid in anyway this final solution or anschluss of the 
Jewish question, or did the Jewish Committee have just the opposite duty and 
the opposite goal, thet is, to come to a peaceful settlement of the Jewish 
question or was it the goal of the Yewish Committee of the SD to aid the 
Jews in obtaining their rightful place for existence among the nations of the 
world?
